Because you, 
who would not be teuauts-at-will of 
your indefeasible rights, have de- 
clared liberty to bo tue fee-simple of 
all men—because you have generous- 
ly shared your treasure with all who 
stood in need—because yon hava 
magnanimously ministered unto all 
who buffered—therefore the Ood of 
liberty has exalted your name, en- 
larged your inheritance, augmented 
your prosperity, and invoked upon 
your heads the benediction of the 
earth. Wherefore we approach the 
august presence of your majestic 
nation in order that the voice of suf- 
fering Ireland may ro-eeho the To 
Deum of victorious America; and 
that the commiag-led nntliem may 
ascend to the altar of the Father of 
mankiud, the Lord and Giver of life 
and liberty. 


The spirit of this address is thor- 


oughly Jefferaonian, mid the resolu- 
tion of the House of Representatives 
in reference thereto is creditable to 
that illustrious body.

Again, when we say tbe plans and 


specifications specify all outl each 
particular part of the work—making 
a complete job—the plans show all 
;ho |work, including 
foundations, 


cells, ventilation, drainage, heating 
arrangements and the work as speci- 
fied in the specifications. And we 
will again call our cotem.'s attention 
to the fact that the cells now used at 
Larson can be set in the cell house 
here at a nominal cost, and the pris 
oners lodge3, fee) and worked, as 
soon as the cell and warden house 
walls are above the first story, and 
tbe prisoners to a great extent made 
to bnild for their security and while 
doing this the same number of guards 
now nsed will suffice at the new pri 
son until the work is completed, 
when the force can be reduced. This 
is the cheap nnd economical manner 
of doing this work under this ar- 
rangement. It can be done by the 
warden superintending it and em 
ploying not to exceed fix skilled me- 
chanics. To raise these walls and 
connect them level with the prison 
wall can be dono for if 15,000, (see 
architect's report on closing work in 
July last,} when the prisoners can 
be brought down and nsed on the 
work with safety. 
On the comple- 


tion of the cell house and warden's 
house the prison labor alone can 
complete all the buildings inside the 
walls. This proposition ia too plain 
to require argument, and this is the 
proper manner in which the State 
should finish the Nevada State Pri- 
son at Reno, being governed by the 
best interests of the State. At no 
time has it been proposed by the 
Board tt> bnild anything more than 
the outside walls by contract or day- 
work—it always having been their 
express intention to do tha work in- 
side tha wall by prison labor, and 
the fact that responsible parties are 
ready and willing to contract to bnild 
the cell and -warden's liooso complete 
for 880,000, in accordance with the 
plans and specifications, gives a basis 
npon which we can safely estimate 
the probable cost of all of the work- 
shops inside of the walls: There is a 
boiler-house, 40x48 feet; a two-story 
workshop, 50x100; a woolen mill, 
60x150, two stories; a kitchen. 46x94 
feet, two stories. These buildings 
will cost the laying of the rock in 
the prison yard and tbe feeding and 
clothing the prisoners, precisely what 
the State is paying to-day at a coat to 
the Treasury ef $75,000 per year— 
neither more nor less. 
Then tbe 


next consideration is the machinery. 
This would be the extra cost. Jt'25,- 
000 wonld lay the 16-inch turbine 
wheel ready for all the machinery 
that can be set ia the prison yard. 


The Marysvills Woolen Mill was 


incorporated with $50,000 capital. In 
two yearj its capital stock was in- 
creased and paid up from the earn- 
ings of the mill to Jj 100,000. To-day 
we are informed it ia 8200,000, in- 
creased and paid up entirely from the 
proceeds of the mill. This of course 
is owing to judicious management, 
and speaks well for the business ca 
pacity of its managers. From these 
premises only one inference can be 
diawn: tbe business most be very 
profitable, and can be increased inim- 
itably. As stated in our article of 
the 10th, $40,000 will set op the ma- 
chinery ready for running a blanket 
woolen mill of capacity of 100 pairs 
of &l/t-pound blankets put day, in- 
eluding water power. 
This class of 


work ia the cheapest manufactured 
and moat profitable, with a market at 
our door. 820,000 to purchase wool 
and keep ia stock wonld be amply 
sufficient, ao we have $70,000 capital 
for the woolen mill for a starter; 
with f80,000 for cell and warden's 
homes and SlO.OOOfor sewerage pipe, 
engine, boiler and blower tor hot 
air and steam for cooking; $16,000 
for rook delivered at the prison to 
flnich workshop*; $6,000 for lime 
and ecmtnt—making a total of S180,-

grieved at hi3 sad fate. His greatest 
enemy was hib own great generosity. 
Ho leaves a wife and three children, 
to whom he was always kind and de- 
votee], and who deeply feel the great 
sorrow inflicted npon them. They 
have the heartfelt sympathy of all 
who know them.
